This machinery, he emphasized, 
adds much to his responsibility as 
head of the draft board. There is 
no other machinery like it any- 
where else, So that those who op- 
erate it haye to be trained at the 
plant. Consequently, he pointed 
out, care has to be exercised not 
to cripple plant production by 
drafting vital workmen, as no 
trained persons can be obtained 
elsewhere to replace certain ones. 

PERSONAL VISIT HELPFUL 

Hence, he considers his personal 
contact with problems at the 
chemical plants very helpful, since 


200 miles distant. During his visit 
in Trona he also devoted two hours 
between shifts to an open forum 
meeting with plant employes, an- 
swering their many questions and 
helping to solve their problems 
relating to selective service.
